TUE STEW AltMY BIM, VETOED. 


The President has vetoed the new Army 


bill. His reasons therefor are sound and 
the Southern Democracy and their Northern 
allies are much diseoinfitted. The message 
was sent in last Monday.' It is not a lon» 
document, but il ia forcibleand pointed. 


Tha following is a brief synopsis of the 


main points on which he bases his refusal 
to sign the bill: 


When the Democratic caucusses com- 


pleted their work it was announced by the 
leaders of the party that tnqy had made this 
bill to conform to the President's veto of the 
Army bill. He had said tbat the laws now 
on the statue, book would completely pre- 
vent the use of troops in managing elections 
,nd that therefore it was not necessary to 
pass another law on that subject ;*but if the 


j ineasuie sent to him had been a law which 


would more completely cover the use of 
tioops for controlling elections he would 
have been willing to havo that passed, be- 
cause he did not desire to have the army 
used in that way. 


In order to meet this objection, the Deui- 


ociats gave out that they had made their 
new bill lo conform substantially to the 
President's message. 
They gave out the 


impassion that Ihey had simply iiarued a 
law which should declare that the troops 
should not, be used to run elections. 
That 


is the pretence on'which they have passed 
the measure, and on which they have ex- 
pected the President to approve It. 


But tbat is not the character of this bill at 


all. This bill does not say that the Army 
and Navy of the United States shall not lie 
used to control elections, but tbat the Arm 
and Navy of Ihe United States shall not be 
used at all, except in certain cases when 
they are called for by the State authorities, 
and shall not be brought to any place for any 
purpose where a general or a special election 
is being held. Leaving out that exception 
which says that if the States want troops 
and call for them they may be used to en- 
force the State laws, it then means simply 
Ibis, that wherever and whenever an elec- 
tion is beii)!; held anywhere in the United 
States, there the Army of the United States 
shall not be for any purpose whatever, as 
foi inslaucd to piotect the Custom House 
and Post Office, the Court House and pub- 
lic buildings at Pittsbuig from a riot tha' 
would tear them down or burn them up, if 
such a liot should happen on a day when a 
Justice of the Peace was to be elected. 


if tbio bin ot,uum uocome a law "ana oe in 


force it would be unlawful for the United 
States to protest its own properly from de- 
struclion and demolition or to take its 
troops where they could protect it. 
Tho 


bill does not say that no person shall take 
tioops to Ihe polls to control elections, bin 
it says that, they bhall not be there for any 
purpose on the day when an election is be- 
ing held. 


Having 


CALIFOBNIA'S SEW COXSTITJJTlOJf. 


California has by a majority of several 


thousand votes adopted a uow constitution. 
A constitution which contains such flagiant 
provisions, In opposition to the well-known 
principles of out Government, tbat it excites 
the wondci of decent peoplo everywhere 
that such an instrument would have found 
favor in the minds of the majority of the 
voters of California. The mail brings the 
reports that even Califmiians are as much 
astonished as other people, and that the re- 
sult was totally unexpected. 


A few provisions of this extraordinary in- 


strument will go into effect upon tho Fourth 
of July next, but the mass of It does not be- 
come law until January 1,1S80. Aflar that 
clay it will be unlawful for any corporation 
organixed under the laws of the State to em- 
ploy a Chinaman in any capacity, directly 
or indirectly, and unlawful also for any 
Chinaman to be employed upon any public 
work, whether of tho State, or ol'any county 
or city. All contracts for cooly labor, formed 
after th.it date, will be void, and all con- 
tracts for the importation of such labor aie 
made unlawful. 
The Legislature will pro- 


ceed to delegate to the cities and towns all 
the necessary authority for the removal of 
the Chinese from the municipal limits, or to 
confine them within certain quarters of the 
citips and town. The Legislature is even 
directed to prohibit tho introduction of Chi- 
nese into the State.

Government and made it powerless to exe- 
cute its laws or piotect its property, the bill 
recognises the greater sovereignty of the 
States by piovitliog lliat if a State wants 
troops at the polls, no matter for what pui - 
pose, whether to control elections or any- 
thing else, if tbe Legislature or Govemor of 
tbe Slate calls for them, then the United 
Slates may go there with the Army and 
serve the State. But theio are cerlan days 
io the year tbioughout the Union that tbe 
United States shall not enforce its laws or 
protect its property as on every oilier day of 


the year it may do so. 


The Piesident also 
objects lo the bill 


because it would repeal all acls authorizing 
the Executive to use fores in tbe execulion 
of tbe laws, and change the policy of tbe 
Goveinnjent which has been uniform fion; 
Ibetitoe of Washington to the present day. 
The laws referred to include the acts of 1792 
and 1795, enacted in Washington's time, the 
law approved by Madison in 1807, that 
signed by Jackson in 1833, and those of 1S61 
and 180.3. There has indeed been a while 
line of law, from Washington's time until 
now, tbat empowered tbe President- to en- 
foice the laws ofthe United atales when- 
ever Ihe marshals could not succeed In do- 
ing it; and that power" anil duty have re- 
mained unquestioned. But this bill says 
that there aie ceitain days in the year (and 
for aught any one knows a State may in- 
crease the'number indefinitely) when Ibis 
power shall not exist. Tlie bill h»s been 
framed with curious skill. 


There ia another very sarious objection to 


the lull. There is uii the statute book a 
body of laws that would cover twenty 
pages if they were all collected, in which 
the President is specifically empowered to 
enforce the laws by the use of the Army if 
necessary. 
This bill contains a general 


vague expression, which says " all law« in- 
consistent with this are repealed.1' There 
is not a lawyer in the country who can tell 
what that sentence would repeal. It is a 
penal statute, and every mail, from the 
President down may render himself liable 
to a criminal prosecution under it: so that, 
besides its innate badness, the bill has the 
additioua! fault of being vague—an utterly 
vague criminal statute. It might take teu 
years of litigation in the courts before any 
one would know how much that sentence 
had repealed. 


The President's objections to the bill may 


therefore be summarized as follows : (1) 
That the bill forbids the President 
under 


certain circumstances and at .certain times 
to enforce tlie laws and protect the property 


—Ttie rivalry between the Atchison, To 


pcka and Santa Fe Railroad and the South- 
ern Pacific Road, will lead to an early con- 
struction of a connecting railway between 
the United Stales and Mexico.

It has only a narrow 
mountainous region to traveise in order to 
roach El Paso. From that point to Guaya- 
mas the distance is MO miles, furrowed in 
many places by mountain lidges. Guaya- 
mas has the advantage of being 500 miles 
shoiterthan the line between New York 
and San Francisco, and 1,000 nearer Aus. 
tralia and the South Ssa islands, than San 
Francisco. Ith.is an excellent harbor, prob- 
ably the best on the Pacific bordsr. 
With 


the completion of a r.iilroad from the Atlan- 
tic coast via me Middle atates and St. Louis 
to Guayamas, that place will become a for- 
midable competitor with San Francisco for 
Ihe trans-Pacific trade. 


—John Brown, tbe royal aud imperial 


flunkey of tier Majesty the Queen of Bug- 
laud, lias again stepped into public notice. 
As the Queen ariived in Paris from Cher- 
bourg, dining her recent journey to the 
Continent, she slipped and fell as she was 
alighting fioru her railway carnage. Lord 
Lyons, tlie British Minister, assayed to 
catch her, but lecoiled from the blow which 
the somewhat compact and heavy body of 
the Queen gave him. Hs realed and sway- 
ed wildly for a m<>ni3iit,aud the Q'loen of 
Great Biitain and Ireland, Empress of In- 
dia, and Hei Britannic Majesty's Ambassa- 
doi to tbe Court of France would inevitably 
have goue sprawling had not the trusty 
John Brown i ushed to the rescue and seized 
and supported them both. 


The American Bible Society has icsolved 


to change its policy of distribution some- 
what. Hitherto the society lias relied solely 
upon its own agencies for tbe sain of its 
publications, but hereafter, in order more 
effectually to obtain the oujecls of Hie organ- 
ization, an effort will be made to place the 
Bibles and Testaments in all bookstores for 
sale. 
With Ibis end in view tbe society 


will allow to booksellers adiscouut from tue 
almost nominal pi ices fixed upon ils publica- 
tions. The latest editions from the society's 
press are a New Testament and a Bible, 
which are sold at retail for five cents and 
twenty-five cents respectively. 


A few philanthropic citizens in Nebiaska 


have brought before a United Stales court 
there the question 
wheilier the United 


States authorities have a ngbt forcibly tore- 
move Indians from their reservation to In- 
dian Territory. 
Duiiug thii trial Judge 


Doody remarked that he did not see why 
the government bad any mote right to take 
the Indian fiom a rcseivation and plant 
him in Indian Territory than it, had to lake 
a Nebraska farmer and remove him to Texas. 
This is said to be tlie fust case of the kind 
ever brought before a United Slates couit. 


—At the close of an act in one of Miss 


Clara Morris's performances in Cincinnati, 
last week, a vary pretty little Shetland colt 
was led upon the stage anJ prasontui! to the 
actress. ' It wore a red baiter and a vvre.tth 
of flowers, and was about as large as a 
Newfoundland dog. 
It respinded caress- 


ingly to Miss Morris's welcome, and slip- 
ping its halter was about to plunge over tha 
footlights into tbe orchestra,- when it was 
captured and led off the stage.

Prior to hisriuparture from E tglaud he was 
presented with a congratulatory address by 
seveiallrish members of Parliament. It is 
understood that two English noblemen have 
offered to place at his disposal ample means 
to defray the expanse appertaining to bis 
new rank. Cardinal Hohenlohe, who has 
been made Bishop 
of Albauo, Italy, is a 


member of an ancient house, which holds 
princely rank in Bavaria. 
Dr. McCabe, 


who succeeds the l«e Cwdlnil Cullen as 
Archbishop of Dublin, was ono of the Vi- 
cars-General in that diocesn. He hold lib- 
eral opinions iu politics, and is greatly es- 
teemed by the people. The Rev. Dr. Wood- 
lock, who Is made Bishop of Ardagh, is 
Rector of the Catholic University of Dub 
lln.

destinely distributed throughout Russia, is 
entitled Country and Liberty, and claims to 
hold jurisdiction over cverf xiJy. It warns, 
threatens and pardons right and left, and 
gives prompt and accurate information re- 
specting the canylng out of its sentences, 
which art* those of the revolutionary com- 
mittee. I' is found everywhere. It is laid 
by unseen hands on tbe master's table, is 
unexpectedly discovered among the banker's 
registers, and the imperial counselor is as- 
tonished to meet with it among his papers; 
it it slipped furtively between the sheets of 
conservative journals—in a word, it finds 
iti way as if by enchantment on the tables 
of the cafes and into the private houses of 
rich and poor. It appears twice a mouth, 
and advertises for subscribers. It mentions 
the Nihilists pamphlets which have appeared, 
and Informs the public that others bearing 
this or that title are shortly to be published, 
the prices of which are Riven, but tbe editor 
contents himself with designating the place 
at which they can b* bought as the 'well- 
known bouse.'

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.,May 12, 1879. 


EniTOU GAZETTE:—A large audience 


recently filled Lincoln Hall in advocacy of 
the colared man's migration from the South. 
Col. Dob. Ingersoll sent *HM, and a letter 
stating that he would have been present and 
spoke but for the fact that tho pioprielors of 
tho Hall had denied him "the right to speak 
wilhin its secret walls." Notwithstanding 
the advocacy of this scheme by our ablest 
tncn, we see no reason for changing our re- 
cently expressed views, that the proper place 
for the colored man is in the South. Cli- 
matf, and other incidents are iu his favor 
there and any exodus which does not carry 
with it means of support for a year at least, 
Is to be deprecated. It is possible tliat mere 
right to vote is a privilege paramount to 
undisturbed right to accumulate and.enjoy 
property. 15ul it is true, without exception, 
iu tho South that wherever a colored man 
pursues a negative political waik in life his 
social status is as high and his right to pro- 
tostioD for himself, family and properly as 
anywhere iu the west. Away down la the 
cottou fields of Alabama near the Gulf we 
have seeu him growing rich and enjoying 
eveiy privilege that his white neighbor had. 
But he kept himself aloof from politics. Tho 
only question before him is, shall mere right 
to vote be paramount to peace aud well do- 
ing. We do not favor tho slightest encroach- 
ment upon any man's right to vote, but the 
fact exists that thu colored man is not per- 
mitted the freest volition iu regard to vot- 
ing in many southern precincts and the 
query naturally arises, is it not hotter this 
indirect disfraucbiscment should be left to 
the healing influences of time since every 
othei right is guaranteed rather thau to 
transport him to an inhospitable climate 
with tho consequent hardships'.' 


The Post Office Department has created 


quite a commotion amoug ceitain uewspa- 
por men by barring their publications from 
tha mails at pound rates of postage on the 
ground of being adveitising sheets under 
the law. These rulelngs are of course re- 
sisted by those aggrieved and rightfully loo 
we think, for uo official lias a right to utter 
a discriminating judgement whicb sajs tliat 
one paper of a certain class, if makes plenty 
of money for Us publishers lias governmen- 
tal privileges which a less pecuniai ily favored 
journal has not. Such lias been the recent 
dictum of the Postmaster Geneial and the 
sooner he iccinds such an unjust anil in- 
equitable ruling, the belter for what is fair 
and commendable.

—The Kittalinny, tbe little steamer which 


is to run oa the Delaware between the 
Water Gap and Poit Jarvis, aud the first 
tliat ever ascended above Easton, went up 
tUe river last week to its destination. It, 
was built, at Bristol, R. I., which it left on 
Thursday, May 1, at 2 p. m,, and was at 
New Haven the next night at 7.30. 
The 


boat reached New York ou Saturday and 
New Brunswick via Karitan river ou Mon- 
day. 
Left there Tuesday at 0, and went to 


Trenton via Karitan canal, then through the 
feede1 at Larnberlville, where it arrived 
Tuesday night, and passed into the river. 
It left Lambertvillo Wednesday morning, 
aud steamed up to Fronchtown, which it 
leftat 1.40; passed- Milford at 2.30, and 
lauded at Upper Black's Eddy at 2.35, 
passed Ueigelsville at 4.03, Carpenteisville 
at 4.32, and lauded at Easton at 5.40, hav- 
ing made the trip from Frenchtown to Eas- 
ton in four hums. It came up the river in 
fine style and rodo up the fall below the rail- 
road bridge like a swan. 
The boat was 


moored Wednesday evening at the foot of 
Church street, in the Delaware. 
Thurs- 


day morning she went on her course up tho 
river, leaving at 9 o'clock. 
At 10 o'clock 


the Portland stage diiver conversed with the 
passengers at Sandt's Eddy, five miles up 
tho river. It reached foul Rift between 11 
and 12. Tho boat made an average of 10 
niiteo an hour in the sound coining from 
Bristol in a heavy sea. It went up the falls 
at the island at. EjsUm in a wry pretty 
manner. Mr. J. D. Broduead is the cap- 
lain, and his cousin, II. Brodhead, is the 
engineer. They took a number of passen- 
gers along up the river. All along the route 
the little steamer attracts considerable at- 
tentism, and no doubt will cause consider- 
able mute when it begins to run to Port 
Jeivis from the Gap. 
Tbe boat is about GO 


feet long by 20^widc, and wilUcarry 100 pas- 
sengers. It cost 43,000. 


—The experiment of homes for inebriates 


is to be tried iu England under the sanction 
of an act of Parliament. Inebriates, accord- 
ing to ths provisions of the statute, may de- 
termine for themselves whether they will 
enter the "retreat"or not; but having 'sig- 
nified before a Justice of the Peace their 
wish to be committed, they will no longer 
be free agents, but mual stay out the time 
for which they have bound themselves, and 
conform to all tbe regulations of the estab- 
lishment. The result there will probably be 
about what it has been here; a few will be 
reclaimed; more will remain as they were; a 
great deal of good will be done, in cue way 
or another, but not so much as the enthu- 
siastic will anticipate.

Mr. Iloguet objected to 
paying mote than huil been paid heretofore, 
and offered an amendment that the asses- 
sors be paid S3 each.
